NOT WASTED. 
The Lives and Treasure Expended 
in the Search for the 
North Pole. 


Commercial Advantages Which Would 
Accrue From Its Discovery—What 
Capt. Bent Says, 


The opinion has frequently been expressed 
that the lives and treasure lost in explorations 
for the North Poie were without correspond- 
ing recompense, even if success should finally 
crown the search. The quesiion has natur- 
ally arisen, why these expeditions are made, 
in the face of death, if no _ beneficial 
results are to be obtained. In order to ob- 
tain some satisfactory answers to the various 
inquiries that are being agitated in this di- 
rection, a reporter of the PoST-DISPATCH to- 
day called upon Capt. Silas Bent, who 
said: 

“The public makes its first mistake—as I 
maintain—in imagining the North Poleisa 
dense mass of ice and snow. In my opinion 


that theory has been exploded. 
The North Pole will be dia- 
covered to be an open sea, whose 
waters are touched by the Gulf stream, and 
through which passage is easy at least three 
months of the year. A well-defined route to 
the Polar Sea will give to the worid another 
grand body of navigable waters, and materially 
lessen the distances and daogeis of the passa- 
ges from continent to continent.” 

‘*But what will be the commercial value of 
the discovery ?”? 

‘‘In the first place, the distance from 
England to Shanghai will be lessened 
six thousand miles, saving a vast amount of 
insurance and cargoes, and opening upa 
boundless avenue of trade, whose interests 
can scarcely be estimated by figures. And 
again, the sperm trade will receive such an 
impetus as it never had. The scarcity of 
whalesinthe known waters has frequently 
driven the whalers northward, and they find 


themselves following after schools 
that pass beyond theirlimit. In doing so, 
however, they move up through 


the Gulf stream, and it will be found that 
the Polar Sea is the home and refuge of these 
valuable products of the waters, It is evie 
dent that they discovered the pathway to and 
from the North Pole, and by adhering stead- 
ily to the warm streams they pass to and fro 
without encountering the cold regions.” 

“Why do you believe the Polar Sea is 
open?’ 

‘‘Because from an unknown region come 
vast masses of floating ice, in 
a melting condition. There must be warmth 
at the Pole, or else these icebergs would not 
be loosened and started on a journey south- 
ward. My theory is that if the Guif stream 
were faithfully followed, direct from New 
York, there would be no difficulty in reaching 
the North Pole, and it is sometimes remarka- 
ble that no expedition ever came to grief so 
long as they remained in that path. Once out 
of it, they have gone deeperand deeper into 


the ice-bounda regions and were 
stranded. De | and _ his 
| party strayed away to the of the 


stream toa distance of over one hundred 
miles. 7? 

“But is the danger and uncertainty of these 
expeditions equal to the results?” 

“A gentleman came to me several months 
ago and inquired whether he should permit 
his son toapply fora position on the relief 
ship Rogers, that was to search for De Long. 
I said, ‘Why not? ‘Why,’he replied,‘it is dan- 
gerous. ‘Of course it is,’ said I, ‘but any posi- 
tion in the navy is dangerous, and the greaier 
the risk, the greater will be the measure of 
reputation achieved. Ifyou expected your 
son never to encounter danger, why did you 
enlist himinthe navy? Might as well say, 
my son, go and join the army; it is a glorious 
thing to wear epaulettes and brass buttons, 
but if a battle is encountered come home to 
your mother and let the country go.’ In every 
pursuit and profession of life a certain 
amountof risk and danger is to be confront- 
ed, or else success, reputation and 
fame are never achieved. The 
martyrdom of De Long, the tragic manner of 
nis death, the bravery he exhibited in the in- 
terest of an exploration that would have re- 
sulted in extending the commerce and adding 
to the scientific information of the World, is 
vorth millions to the personnel of the Ameri- 
can navy. De Long will go down in history 
among the heroes of discovery, and he has 
engraven bis name amid the imperishable 
records of time. Is not that something? 
that very achievement precise- 
ty what a majority of people 
are struggling after. ‘the man who assumes 
no risks and avoids danger will bave a very 
ephemeral existence and is not likely to be 
remembered by anybody. The man who be- 
comes a simple policeman contracts to risk 
bis life at any moment and consents to assist 
in the enforcement of law and order, even 
with bis dead body. Talk of danger? It is 
absolutely necessary to lift one man above 
another and to develop the great, noble and 
have characters of the worid, and without 
it there is nothingin life worth living. The 
precious lives and treasures lost in explora- 
tions to the North Pole are far from wasted, 
for when success is at last achieved the reeord 
of discovery will be emblazoned in letters of 
unfading glory.”’

How Forrters Preserve Their Furs Yn 
the Summer Months. , 
From ithe New York Sun. 


A yeryimportant branch of the furrier’s 
husaess, DUt-one which many say they would 
be eigd to get rid of if they could do so with- 
oil injury to their more important interests, 
is the storing and earing for during the sum- 
mer months of valuable furs. Thousands of 
dollars’ wor h of furs and fur-lined garments 
are confided to their care every spring, to be 
kept free of moths, and returned in good or- 
der in the autumn. ‘But,’ one of the largest 
uptown Ceaiers said, **we don’t want any 
more of this work than we have now, and I 
think would be willing . to give 
it up altogether but for the 
consideration that customers who come 
to us for this service will be jikely some day 
to pecome purchasers, and 80 make us even. 
{t gives a great deal of trouble. Women 
hardiy ever send boxes with their furs, or, if 
they do, the boxes are broken and useless. 
So we have to supply new boxes, costing 
sixiveents each. Then the furs have to be 
cleaned, aired and beaten every week or two, 
repacked and insured. It is expécted also 
that we sbould take care of the most trouble- 
One woman brings us a velvet 
dress, trimmed with feathers, to be Kept free 
of creases and moths during the season. An- 
other insists on our keebing her horse blank- 
ets, and we have cven had them send us rugs 
and carpets. : 

“The only way to keep furs safely is to 
clean them thoroughly before putting them 
away, thenio out themin very close boxes, 
anc every week, in the case of delicate furs, 
or two weeka at most with the hardiest, to

Suspected Foul Play. 
Dayton (O.) Special to Chicago Tribune. 

Robert Kilworth, an old resident of this 
city,died on board of the steamship Abyssinia 
in New York on the llihinst., on the return 
trip from England, where he had been able to 
secure property of about £25,000 value left 
him there. Hisrelativee were notified, and 
directed the American Express to take charge 
of the remains and effecis and ship them to 
this city. The remains arrived to-day, and 
word was received that all his effects had been 
taken in charge by Kilworth’s nephew, who 
was with him. [His relatives say that there is 


and the condition of the corpse leads to the 
supposition that Nilworth’s death has been 
caused by poison. A post-mortem eXamina- 
tion has been orderea by the heirs and the 


arrest of the nephew, if he can be found. Kil- 
worth was a man of about 65, a native of 
Engiand, and a resident of Dayton for the 
past forty years, where he had amassed a 
considerable competence. Last summer he 
was notified that by the death of a gronidpar- 
ent at Kilwortbine, asmali town neir Liver- 
pool, he was probably the next heir to the es- 
tates. The town was named after his fam- 
ily, and the deceased was born and bred 
there till he came to America. He sailed 
last August for England, and has since 
been engaged searching for informa- 
tion and establishing his identity as heir to 
the estate. This was understooc through 
letters received from him to have been satis- 
factorily arranged before he started on his 
return. The vessel was quarantined one 
dayin New York, and his death was quite 
sudden that day. He had written previous!y 
that bis health was good, and this, in connec- 
tion with the disappearance of his effects, 
with which, itis claimed, were valuabije p:- 
pers establishing his claim to the Kilworth 
estate, confirms the relatiyes in the suspicion 
offoul play.

Using a Gun in Photography. 
From the London Engineering Journal. 
In taking instantaneous photographs it is 
well known that some difficulty is experienced 
in bringing the object into the fieid of the 
camera: The process of taking aim at, for 
instance, a moving object, such as aship, has 
sometimes to be repeatea several times, and 
in the end the resultis unsatisfactory. M. 
Marrey has, to get over this difficulty, de- 
signed a photographic gun. This is neither 
more nor jess thana very large re- 
volver, with a stock to put to the shoulder. 
This barrel is a telescope—that is to say, it 
contains the lenses of acamera; there are 
sixteen apertures which take the place 
of the chambers. The photographer 
puts in a sensitized plate behind 
these apertures, and performing an operation 
analogous to cocking the weapon, he is ready 
for the field. On seeing « flying bird he 
takes aim and pulis the trigger. the chamber 
revolves once, and in one second be obtains 
sixteen little pictures of the bird in Various 
positions. Hitherto M. Marrey lias made tbe 
use of hia photographic gun for the purpose 
of investigating the flight of birds. In this 
case clearness of definition is of little conse- 
quence, so long as a dark image or si houetie 
the shape of the bird 1s obtained, so that it 
matters little whether the object aimed at be 
focused or not; but it is obvious that gin a 
multitude ofjother cases the image cin be ob-

A NOTED ST. LOUIS OUTLAW. 


He is Shot and Captured by Harrisburg 
Detectives. 

A few days ago John Cannon, alias Davis, 
alias Johnson, one of the most desperate 
criminals in tne country, was captured in 
Harrisburg, Pa. This man’s “mug” has been 
given a prominent place in the Rogue’s Gal- 


lery of the St. Louis Police Department, to. 


whom he is known exceliently well. 
His life reads like a tale of 
adventure, of which his career. in 


this city, where he has a sister who lives near 
the corner of Fourteenth and Pine streets, is 


not an uninteresting chapter. Hia real name 
is not known by the police about the country, 
and, by accident, was ascertained to be John 
W. Johnson, a Canadian by birth. Neither is 
the origin of the first of his aliases generally 
known, though he was first first dubbed 
Johnny Cannon by a pal, owing to the fact 
that in all his desperate adventures he car- 
ried a pistol of field piece dimensions 
Which he was ever ready to use. 
Cannon was first heard from during the- rich 
old days of the floating palaces on the Mis- 
sissippi before the outbreak of the war when 
his racket was 
“STATE-ROOM WORKING,” 

and when the wealthy pianters and the sharp 
gamblers who fleeced them of fortunes were 
alike victims of this precious pickpocket. His 
courage led bim to take unusual chances, re- 
lying on his knowledge of his desper- 
ate resources if detected to car- 
rv hbim safely over any difficulty. 
This was his debut in “criminal life, in 
making which he was accompanied by Dave 
Cummings and Billy Forrester. Cannon was 
arrested at Mobile, Ala., fpr a hotel robbery, 
and was incarcerated in a&jailin which the 
Sheriff and Jailer occupied quarters. The 
prisoner continued to communicate with his 
companions, and one dark night, with a re- 
volver at his head, the Sheriff releaséd Can- 


non, who departed with his determed 
friends. He was jailed again at 
Rhicamond, VYa., and after his release 


went South again, and about 1870 wasin St. 
Louis, where he resumed bis business and 
secured alarge amount of jewelry from a 
salesman atthe Planters’ House.

The True Meaning of It—What the 
Patriots Really Want. 
S1, Louis, May 17, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Pot-Dispatch: 

A leading article in Saturday evening’s 
Post- D1ispaTCcH, headed “Irish Independ-

The writer seems to ignore the 
direction of the substantial aid given by hun- 
dreds of thousands pf their countrymen and 
women in this land, solicitious for and in- 
dorsing the peacefu, agitation and constitu- 
tional efforts of Messrs. Parnell, Dillon, Dav- 
itt, etc.; first, to ameliorate the 
condition of the tenant farmers, and then 
strive for the climax of the ambition of these 
patriots, the restoration of that legislative in- 
dependence which England, by bribery and 
corruption, filched from Ireland at the be- 
ginning of this centyry—the same independ- 
ence and relationship that the State of Mis- 
souri bears to our General Government or that 
of Canada to the court of St. James. 

In his article he invites a “brief examina- 
tion of indisputable facts,’? with which he 
proposes to convince his readers that ‘‘the in-

Her Approaching Marriage—An Opera 
Written for Her. 

Chicago Letter to Louisville Courier-Journal. 

For some months past rumors of an en- 
gagement for life have been circulated with 
regard to America’s favorite songstress, 
Annie Lotise Cary, and but ashort time 
since an enterprising Chicago paper published 
an account of her alleged betrothal to Mr.
